RAISING A GHOST. 

* Prince Charles, of saxeny, having earnest- 
ly, as well as repeatedly, beseught Schrepter, 
a person who made no secret of his absiity to 
perform operativns of magic, the most ditlicult 
of which was to raise deparied spirits trom the 
temb, after many refusals, real or afiected, ob- 
tained a reluctant promise to present betore his 
eyes an apparition ; for Schrepter arttuily pro- 
fessed the greatest repugnance and disinclina- 
tion to the act, as being perilous to himself, 
and attended with various circumstances of hor- 
ror. It only remained, therefore, to fix on the 
Spirit to be summoned. After long considera- 
tion, the Chevalier de Saxe was named, and

| fure a select company. The place chosen for 
|the experiment was Prince Charles's Palace, 
in Dresden. But, as ét was well known that the

ENGLISH NEWSPAPER CHAT. 

Breav. An astonishing exposure of the 
poisonous and fraudulent contrivances of the 
meaimen and bakers, bas just appeared in the 
shape of a shiiling pamphlet, entitled the 
* Tricks of Bakers UComasked; a Letter to 
the Lerd Mayor of London.” The author, 
James Maion, is himself a journeymen baker ; 
_ the story of the various employments he has 
| filled, 18 in fact one continued history of atro- 
| cious frauds. During his whole career he met 
| with one honest master ; all the others whom 
| he served dabbled more or less in the various 
| secrets of the trade—making bread with in- 
| ferior or damaged corn, with a scandalous por- 
tion of potatoes, allum, composition yeast, sea- 
water, &c.--robbing all baked meats at the 
rate (usually) of two ounces in the pound— 
* burying dead mefy’ (7. e. charging loaves never 
delivered) at the houses of the rich or the 
careless. But the deception of the private 
tradesman is a trifling matter compared to the 
wholsesale villany of the army-contract-baker. 
Maton was employed a good deal in the con- 
tracting establishments which supplied French 
prisoners of war and English garrison-regiments. 
He unmasks the whole system of under-letting 
and re-letting the contracts, by which the per- 
son who actually supplied the bread, did it at a 
price that would have ruined him unless he had 
used the foulest wholesale adulterations ! The 
consequence was, that the soldiers were inces- 
santly complaining, and the hospitals were {ill- 
ed with men ili from eating the vile composi- 
tion. James Maton denounced this wicked- 
ness to the military authorities : some inquiry 
was made; the truth of his allegations was 
established ; yet so e.tensive was the corrup- 
tion, that nothing efficient was done, and Maton 
was got rid of by being sent out to Malta as 
army-baker. There he was inconveniently 
strict in his inspection, and the local authori- 
ties (Maitland was then governor) very speedi- 





have endeavoured to lay hands on the spectre. 
[ts second appearance is likewise a circum. | 
stance very difficult to account for, as it was 
unnecessary in order to produce conviction, 
which had been fully effected. That it was a 
deception, no man of sound anderstanding will 
doubt ; but how it was managed or produced, 
the persons who were duped hare not yet dis- 
covere!. They are all, ornearly all, still alive 
in this country, and they by no neans boast of 
their adventure, or derive from it any sort of 
vanity. On the contrary, indesendent of the 
ridicule, they all feel and express the utmost 
repugnance to relating, or even recullecting a 
scene, which kas impressed ontheir imagina- 
tion so much horror. Their ver friends dread 
and deprecate a renewal of th: images then 
presented to those who were present; and a 
lady earnestly besought of me, tot to press her 
husband on a subject, of which le could never 
think or converse without passng a sleepless 
night.

Louis 
number XVIII. has been an interested, though an 
inactive spectator of the greatest events that we 
took place in Europe. Tne whole hurricane 
the French revolution swept round and by him— 
the continent was visited by its ravages 10 wr 
corner—the splendid successes of Bonaparte a 
place almost before his eyes. For this Bourbon, 
Europe sent back the armies that had overrun 
her, and pursued and exterminated them on their 
owa ground, to place him on the throne © 
France. During the captivity of Bonaparte his 
vood friends the Sovereigns of the Continent, 
held their Legitimate Caucusses, and since the 
death of his mighty rival, they have fixed their 
bayonets to support the pretensions of the Bour- 
bons against the rights, and the remonstrances 
of the people. He has been seated on @ throne 
and there with much specifie as well as moral 
gravity, he has sate until he died. He has gone 
to the tomb of his great predecessors, and Mon- 
sieur Je Comte D’Artois reigns in his stead. 

The family of the Bourbons has been like a 
brave ship, that set its colors upon the royals ; but 
galeshave carried away spars and rigging—flag 
and ensign. The last hulk was towed into port, 
and there she settled and sunk. What kind of a 
jolly boat Monsieur may be, we shail soon find 
out. He had two sons—Antoine d’Astois, Due 
dd’ Angouleme, who married bis cousin, the daugh- 
ter of Louis loth, and Ferdinand a’ Artots, Due 
W’Berri, who married the daugiter of the King 
of Naples. He was assassinated. 

As to the character of this Louis XVIII. he has 
been, generally, represented as a mere glutton, 
who cared for little but fat oysters, and enough of 
them. This is caricature. ‘The Euglish were 
glad:to mortify the French, and after fighting the 
battle of Waterloo, shipping off Bonaparte to St. 
Helena, importing this King, setting bi:n foreibly 
ou the French throne, and nicknaming him, in 
mere wantonness, Louis le Desire, they kept up 
the fun by representing him as fat and foolish, 
weak and worthless. 

We have some reasons to think better of his late 
Majesty ; for gentlemen of intelligence, who have 
spent some time in France, give us other accounts 
ot him. The admistration of France since his 
accession, has displayed no small degree of sa- 
gacity and energy, much of which should be 
credited to the late King. In 1817, so low was 
the credit of the French government, that they 
borrowed money, at a discount of 50 per cent. 
During the last session of the Chamber of Depu-

Dear Brother : | wrote you soon alter we ar- 
rived in New York letting you know, how I 
liked the land of liberty; however it was not 
go much better than Limerick ; after all, | was 
to work for a living, and because | got 
a little row, they took away my money, 
‘and kept me in jail two weeks: | soon got tired 
of that country, and have come to the southern 
parts, I like things much better here, and ad- 
vise you to come to Mobile as soon as you can, 
and try to get Phelim and David to come too. 
This is the best country:in the world, for all 
but potatoes, and they dont grow here, except, 
what comes from N. York and they a’nt good 
for nothing. Whiskey is only six pence a quart 
and you can get four shillings for a whole days 
work. I dont work but half the time and have 
plenty to eat, and something left tor night too. 
But the best thing ofall is, people never have 
to pay debts here as they do in Ireland, you 
have only to go before a Justice and he fixes | 
your papers, and figures it out, all handsome, 
just like a merchant, and soon makes it out, 
that instead of being in debt, your creditors owe 
you, and then you sue them for it, and put it in 
the paper * John O'Twistem against his credi- 
ters” and tell them the Squire has appointed | 
such a day to hear them and tocome up, if they | 
have any thing to say for themselves. There 
is six or Seven of them in the papers every

duced no other consequance, than to bring 
over an armed force, to awe the Colonists to 
submission. They soon found themselves sub- 
jected to an odious tyranny of hired soldiers. 

he indignation universally felt, could not be 
always restrained ; and it sometimes broke forth 
in acts of hostility, between the Colonists, and 
the military power. As the spirit of resistance 
increased, the number of soldiers was augment- 
ed, until, inthe Spring of 1775, several regi- 
meats as well as some ships of war, were as- 
sembled at Boston. 

The thoughtful Colonists foresaw, that 
scenes of violence and bloodshed must follow, 
unless they submitted themselves, unconditto»- 
ally, to the will of the Mother Country. They 
could not, they would not, so submit. But they 
knew, that tne country was not prepared tor 
an appeal to arms. ‘There was no armed force 
but the militia ; no magazines,no military stores, 
no ammunition but the little, which was provid- 
ed in time of profound peace ; no experienced 
men qualified to meet a trained, and well pre- 
pared foe. Certainly, no means could be im- 
agined, of contending against the whole power 
of Great Britain, which might be brought to 
acton the country. In ths desponding, and 
hopeiess state, it pleased ‘Tae Atmicuty to in- 
spire their hearts with courage, according to 
their necessities; what they wanted in number 
and preparation for war, was abundantly made 
np to them in confidence in the righteousness 
of their cause, and in the manly resolution (o 
die with honour, if they could not live without 
disgrace. 

On the 19th of April, °75, the British sent a 
body of troops from Boston, to destroy some 
powder and provisions at Concord. ‘These 
troops. while passing through Lexington, wan- 
tonly fired upon, and killed a number of the 
inhabitants. Some hastily assembled militias 
men, ventured to oppose themselves to the Regu- 
lars, at Concord, and there the first blood was 
ehed between the British, and the armed Amer- 
icans. 

The dreadful scenes of this memorable day, 
roused the spirit of the country ; and the milt- 
tia came from different quariers, with any and 
whatever means they had for conflict. 

To divert the British from tortifying them- 
selves on Dorchester heights, it was deemed 
necessary to send a force, from the head quar- 
ters at Cambridge, to take possession of the 
heights in Charlestown. 

Under cover of the night of the 16th of June, 
1775, this detachment proceeded silently, and 
cautiously, with such arms and implements as 
they had, and with a very smal! supply of 
powder, to take possession of the hills, and 
spend the night in the hurried labor of pre- 
paring for themse|s es, some tntrenchment, against 
the probable attack ofthe Britist. Pooriy pre- 
pared, and wearied with lavor, they met the

teen minutes, and there we leftit. This was 
done in the face of day and the citizens stood 
looking on and dare not say a word, thisis what 
I calla real land of hberty. There are some

their houses, by the d— lawyers, only tor not 
paying rent, they talk now of righting, them, 
and then pull down the jail which is a disgrace

Gentlemenx—Tue Amenican Revoiuton may 
be justly considered as one of those remarka- 
ble events, designed by a wise, and beneti- 
cent PRovipesce, to change, and to improve 
the condition of mankind. Its original causes lie 
far back in the history of our fathers. Its conse- 
quences are gradually disclosing themselves 
throughout the civilized world. But its in- 
mediate causes, and the acents by whom they 
were directed, are the peculiar objects of our 
attention, at present. 

_ We all know that the Parent Country exer- 
cised its power over these remote Colonies 

a manner, which its inhabants held to be 

\yust, unreasonable, and intolerable. A series 

complaints, petitions, and remonstrances, pro- 


shock, on the following day, of the picked and 
chosen men of the British army ! 

The consequences of the cool, undaunted, 
astonishing bravery, displaved on that day, we 
now feel and enjoy ; and they will continue to 


' ba felt, and enjoyed, so long as we, and our 


descendants, shall be worthy of the name oi 
PREEMEN. 

It is amung these consequences, that we are 
now the citizens of a tree, and independeni 
repndlic, not the degraded and despised sub- 
Jects of despotic Koyal power ;— 

That we live under Laws made by Rulers 
chosen from among ourselves ; not under the 

rders of arbitrary authority, entorced by a 
‘+rocious soldiery ;-—- 

That we dweliin secur. v in our peacefui 
hemes, in the full enjoyment of the fruits of 
our labor ; wstead of being lable to arbitrary 
taxation, and to personal service in wars of am- 
bition, in which we could have no advantage, 
thongh subject to the most distressing evils ; 

That the community of which we are mem- 
bers, is thriving and expanding with the impulse 
of civil freedom; not creeping through a hum- 
ble existence, in the constraint of colonial de- 
pendence. 

In short, that we are citizens of a free, 
peowertul, and increasing nation: nota remote, 
and insignificant appendage ty a kingdom, and 
ruled by mandates issuing trom a Throne, three 
thousand miles from our homes. 

What of gratitude, reverence, and affection, 
do we not owe, fellow citizens, to our country- 
men, who assembled and met the British on 
Bunker Hill on the seventeenth of June! Itas 
to their manly resistance, that we owe the pre- 
cious blessings, we call our own; ALi, ALL. 
that we hold dear !—Had they turned, and 
Hed, as the British believed they would; had 
a panic spread through the country from their 
flight; might not the germ of liberty have been 
crushed in the bud ; and the history of our 
country have been stained with-disgracetul mili- 
tary executions, instead of being read, as it 
now is, with emotions of inexpressible thanks- 
giving an.! praise ! 

It isin honor of that GLoniovs nay, that it 
is now proposed to raise a monument, worthy 
of those we commemorate ; and to remind suc- 
cessive generations of the deeds of oyr Fathers, 
and to evince the just and heartfelt gratitude of 
the present time. It is known to you that 
the design of EREC*iING A MoNUMENT, has long 
been in contemplation. {t has been heid to be 
some reproach to usall, that it has been so long 
delayed. As the rirtiern year from the day 
of this memorable battle, is to close en the 
next seventeenth of June, it has been deemed, 
by a number of citizens, highly desirable that 
an effort should be made to purchase the battle 
ground, and to be prepared to lay the corner 
stone, on thatday. ‘These citizens, animated by 
the assurance that their patriotic etfors would 
be readily seconded by all other citizens 
througtout the State, assumed the labor and re- 
sponsibility of carrying this design into effect. 
They obtained an act of incorporation to ena- 
ble them to purchase, and to hold the land, on 
which the battle was fought, with a provision, 
to cede it tothe State, when it shall have been 
adorned with a monument, raised by the grate. 
ful contributions of the people throughout the 
Commonwealth. It is the cesign of the Corpor- 
ation to erect a column of two hundred and 





twenty feet in height—ot hewn granite, contain- 


ing in its eee a —— — way, by which 
it may be ascended to the top. 

The Corporation cherish the hope, that ere 
means of accomplishing the object in view wilt 
have been so far realized, that the land will 
have been purchased ; and that after suitable 
notice of the occasion, by public address, ve 
after solemn thanksgiving to the Almighty 
Disposer of human events, the Corner — 
may be laid on the 17thof June next, in ms 
presence of the Venerable Americans who 
fought this battle, and who may yet be living. 
How affecting must this scene be to THEM, 
contrasting, as they must do, their feelings on 
that day of peril, and destruction, with those 
that will rush on their noble minds in behold- 
ing this solemn tribute of gratitude and honor - 

It is a part of the desigo of the Corporation 
to collect, and preserve, all printed, and man- 
uscript, and personal histories of these early | 
scenes of the Revolutionary War; and the 
arms, and implements, which were used in 
these scenes, and which will otherwise soon 
be lost in the destroying progress of time. 
It is greatly to be regretted that this labor has 
not been earlier undertaken. ~ It ts not too 
late. Individuals yet live, who can describe 
facts, which they saw, and scenes in which they 
acted, so strange, and heroic, that tbey resem- 
ble ingenious fables, or the dreams of romance, 
rather than the realities of authentic history. 
A suitable departiwnent for the deposite and pre- 
servation of these various relics, and histories, 
will be established on the place of the battle ; 
and there also will be deposited, and preserv- 
ed, the original subscription books, arranged ac- 
cording to counties, and towns, that the names 
and places of abode, cf those who join in this 
tribute of respect, and gratitude, may be for- 
ever known. It is also intended io erect a 
‘suitable monument at Concord, where the first 
conflict was had, bearing proper inscriptions 
to commemorate the glorious spirit of inde- 
pendence, which manifested itself there ; and the 
names of the men who fell there, and whore 
memory should be forever cherished, and 
honored. 

It is ascertained, as nearly as can be, by care- 
ful computation, that the purchase of the land, 
and the entire completion of the whole de- 
sign, will require an expenditure of Seventy 
Five Thousand Doliars. To raise this sum, 
a subscription book has been prepared tor 
every town in the state, and transmitted to the 
care of the selectmen in each town, accom- 
panied with a circular letter, respecifully re- 
commeuding the mode of obtaining subscrip- 
tions, and of collecting and transmitting the 
money tothe Treasurer of the Corporation. 
Lately when General Lafayette was on Bun- 
ker Hill, the naturs of the bunker Hill Monu- 
ment Association was explained to him. He 
expressed his wish to subscribe. His name 
stands at the head of the list. He was request- 
ed not to place any sum against his pame—and 
s0 it remains. It was the intention ot the As- 
sociation, that the sum to be placed against 
the name of Latayeite, should te the whole 
amount of all the sums, which the little children 
\uroughout the siate might subscribe, or give. 
to the erection of the monument. We thus 
give to these lie ones an opport inity of testily- 
ing their gratitude to this EXCeteNnT MAN, and 
NOBLE BENEFACTOR Of their cour ry, while tie 
aggregate amount, so placed ar his subscrip- 
tion, will, probably, be such a sum, as woud 
well become the munificent heart, and patri- 
otic wishes of Latayette. 
It is with exceeding pleasure, that the citizens 
who have taken the responsible labor of organ- 
imug and giving eflect tothe public sentiment, 
can declare that they have received every de- 
sirable support, and encouragement trom ali 
persons, whose attention has been calied to thi- 
object.
